change  in  the  date  of  the  June  en- 
trance  e.xaminations,  by  which  they  will 
henceforth  occur  after  instead  of  before  Com- 
mencement, is  a ver\-  wise  one  and  the  accru- 
ing advantages  are  such  as  to  more  than  com- 
pensate for  the  shortening  of  Commencement 
week  thus  nece.ssitated.  Lor  several  years 
past,  in  opposition  to  the  expressed  wishes  of 
the  Faculty,  there  has  been  more  or  less  fric- 
tion between  the  freshmen  and  the  applicants 
for  admission,  culminating  last  year  in  the 
condign  punishment  of  several  of  the  offenders. 
In  the  future,  all  trouble  of  this  kind  will  be 
av'oided,  for  the  entrance  e.xaminations  will  be 
held  on  a deserted  campus.  Again,  the  visitors 
who  gather  here  at  Commencement  will  be  more 
comfortably  entertained  in  the  absence  of  the 
crowd  of  sub-freshmen  that  of  old  have  filled 
the  hotels  to  overflowing.  The  instructors  also 
will  welcome  a ciiange  that  causes  their  work 
to  be  distributed  evenly  over  several  weeks  in- 
stead of  being  condensed  into  one.  A disturb- 


ing and  discordant  factor  is  eliminated  from 
the  closing  days  and  the  introduction  of  the 
new  men  is  delayed  until  they  can  properly 
be  greeted  as  fellow  students,  and  we  are  sure 
the  greeting  will  not  be  less  warm  because 
given  in  September  and  not  in  June. 

'^I^HL  season  that  has  just  closed  has 
^ brought  with  it  une.xpected  victories 
and  also  unexpected  defeats.  Of  the  eleven 
games  played,  there  were  only  four  whose  out- 
come was  doubtful,  the  Pennsylvania  and  the 
I.afayette  games.  The  latter  were  so  easily 
won  as  to  be  uninteresting,  but  the  former 
were  as  exciting  as  close,  and  a disappointment, 
for  we  met  with  two  defeats,  losing  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  state  to  the  best  team  Pennsyl- 
vania ever  put  into  the  field. 

The  record  of  this  autumn  does  not  com- 
pare favorably  with  that  of  last,  but  when  we 
take  into  consideration  the  si.x  vacancies  exist- 
ing at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and  the 
character  of  the  available  material,  we  perceive 
that  the  eleven  achieved  all  that  could  reason- 
ably be  expected  and  really  played  more 
scientific  foot  ball  than  the  championship  team 
of  1889.  The  work  this  fall  was  characterized 
by  better  team  work  and  quicker  play  than 
ever  before,  and  though  in  our  improvement 
we  did  not  keep  pace  with  some  of  our  sister 
institutions,  the  foundations  have  been  laid  for 
a very  strong  eleven  next  year.  Captain 
PJmery  deserves  warm  praise  for  the  work  he 
accomplished  in  spite  of  many  disadvantages 
and  the  college  congratulates  him  on  the  re- 
sult of  his  labors  and  thanks  the  team  and 
those  who  coached  them  for  their  sacrifices  of 
time  and  pleasure  in  the  interests  of  Lehigh. 

^ I '^HL  foot-ball  statement,  not  yet  in  shape 
^ for  publication,  shows  a large  surplus, 
that  speaks  well  for  the  financial  management 
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of  Mr.  Mercur.  According  to  the  provisions 
of  its  constitution,  all  this  money  belongs  to 
the  Athletic  A,ssociation,  and,  as  formerly,  the 
incoming  management  is  left  with  nothing.  In 
the  old  days  the  proceeds  from  the  various 
teams  barely  yielded  a fair  return  for  the 
money  expended  on  the  grounds,  and  on  sev- 
eral occasions  the  association  has  assumed  the 
deficits  of  unlucky  managers.  But  times  have 
changed,  deficits  are  things  of  the  past  and  the 
surpluses  increase  every  year.  The  sums  re- 
ceived by  the  Association  this  year  from  the 
different  teams,  will  be  out  of  proportion  to  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  field  in  good  condition, 
and  if  no  change  is  made  in  the  constitution 
each  manager  will  begin  the  season  penniless. 
Before  our  athletics  reached  their  present 
prominence  and  expenses  were  light,  this 
mattered  little,  but  now  when  a trainer  must 
be  engaged  and  other  heavy  expenses  incurred 
at  the  start  a supply  of  ready  cash  is  absolutely 
necessary.  Early  in  next  term,  amendments 
to  the  athletic  constitution  should  be  adopted, 
providing  for  a fair  rental  for  the  use  of  the 
grounds  to  be  paid  by  each  team  to  the 
association,  all  surplus  moneys  to  be  de- 
livered by  the  managers  to  their  successors,  as 
a nucleus  for  the  fund  of  the  next  year.  These 
or  similar  provisions  are  demanded  by  the  best 
interests  of  our  athletics,  and  should  be  made 
to  apply  to  the  coming  base-ball  and  lacrosse 
seasons. 


1 Apr  several  years  past  literary  activity 
here  has  been  at  a very  low  ebb.  It 
matters  little  what  cause  we  assign  for  this 
dearth  of  literature,  the  technical  atmosphere 
or  the  lack  of  time  or  inclination  among  the 
men  for  work  of  this  kind,  the  fact  remains  the 
same.  It  has  been  customary  for  The  Burr 
to  give  each  year  a number  of  prizes  to  the 
undergraduates  in  the  University  for  the  best 
contributions  to  its  columns,  and  we  therefore 
make  the  following  announcement,  hoping  to 
furnish  the  needed  stimulus  to  those  who  can 
but  will  not  write,  and  directing  attention  to 


the  fact  that  these  prizes  have  been  frequently 
won  by  members  of  the  Freshman  Class  and 
should  be  of  especial  interest  to  lower  class- 
men  generally. 

There  will  be  given  a prize  of  five  dollars 
for  the  best  verses;  a prize  of  five  dollars  for 
the  best  distinctively  Lehigh  song  and  a prize 
of  ten  dollars  for  the  best  original  story,  not 
to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  words.  All  contri- 
butions must  be  handed  in  before  January  28, 
1891,  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a .sealed 
envelope  containing  the  proper  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  contestant,  which  will  be  opened 
after  the  decisions  are  made  and  the  prizes 
then  awarded  accordingly. 

An  election  to  fill  existing  vacancies  on  the 
board  will  occur  early  in  February,  and  the 
new  editors  will  be  chosen  from  among  com- 
petitors for  the  prizes. 

OF  interest  to  every  college  student  is  the 
history  of  the  Foxcroft  Club  at  Harvard. 
Established  several  years  ago  with  a member- 
ship of  about  one  hundred,  it  has  been  each 
year  forced  to  enlarge  its  members,  until  at 
present  there  are  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  on 
its  list.  The  club  forms  a natural  self-support- 
ing society  strong  enough  to  uphold  its  mem- 
bers in  their  economic  motives,  and  as  an  ex- 
periment is  very  interesting  to  those  who  be- 
lieve plain  living  is  at  the  foundation  of  high 
thinking.  In  a building  granted  by  the  college 
authorities,  the  club  has  established  a dining 
place  with  a few  good  study  rooms  containing 
a small  collection  of  reference  books.  In  this 
way  the  cost  of  living  is  much  reduced  for  the 
members,  who,  having  the  club  rooms  for 
study,  may  take  lodgings  far  away  from  the 
college,  where  rooms  are  cheap,  and  can  also 
save  the  expense  of  the  dearer  text-books  and 
in  a great  measure  of  lights  and  fire. 

The  success  of  the  club  is  evidenced  by  its 
increased  membership,  which  would  be  larger 
still  were  there  accommodations  for  all  the  ap- 
plicants. Aside  from  the  mutual  benefit  re- 
sulting to  the  members  from  the  closeness  of 
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their  relations  in  many  cases,  the  saving  of 
expense  effected,  is  an  end  achieved  of  very 
great  value.  The  great  drawback  to  higher 
education  has  always  been  its  money  cost  and 
a means  of  reducing  this  is  welcome  as  placing 
knowledge  still  more  within  the  reach  of  the 
masses.  The  success  of  the  Fo.xcroft  Club  is 
very  gratifying  for  this  reason  alone  and  will 
serve  to  encourage  the  formation  of  similar 
associations  at  other  colleges. 


^ TH ILE  the  season  with  its  lessons  is 

^ ^ still  fresh  in  our  memory,  a word  or 
two  might  be  said  with  regard  to  next  year. 
First  with  reference  to  the  management.  With 
every  year’s  improvement  in  the  team  comes 
additional  responsibility  for  those  who  have 
charge  of  it.  Whether  a season  shall  be  a suc- 
cess or  not  depends  in  great  part  upon  the 
manager.  One  of  his  most  important  duties  is 
the  arrangement  of  a schedule,  for  much  hangs 
upon  a judicious  selection  of  games.  As  far 
as  possible  all  dates  should  be  secured  before 
college  closes  in  June,  as  early  action  means 
wide  choice.  By  that  time  also  the  work  for 
the  coming  fall  should  be  mapped  out  with 
the  aid  of  the  captain,  so  that  there  shall  be  no 
delay  in  September. 

The  captain  must  study  the  game  in  all  its 
features,  becoming  familiar  with  the  defects  of 
the  players  he  will  command,  in  order  to  de- 
cide upon  the  special  training  each  one  re- 
quires and  lay  out  for  all,  the  backs  especially, 
work  for  the  summer.  All  candidates  for  po- 
sitions behind  the  line  should  be  instructed  to 
practice  kicking  during  the  summer,  and  if 
this  is  done  we  may  be  stronger  at  this  point 
than  we  have  been  hitherto.  If  men  enough 
can  be  induced  to  return  a week  before  college 
opens,  to  enable  training  to  begin  then,  the 
time  thus  gained  will  be  very  valuable. 

The  winning  foot-ball  team  is  the  one  com- 
po.sed  of  good  material  well  trained,  whose 
plays  bear  evidence  of  headwork  and  result 
from  a thorough  knowledge  of  their  own  as 
well  as  their  opponents’  strength.  Our  ma- 
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terial  grows  better  year  after  year,  our  training 
is  steadily  improving,  and  we  must  increase 
our  knowledge  of  the  game  so  that  in  the  sea- 
son of  1891,  when  brains  will  be  an  important 
factor  of  success,  we  may  acquit  ourselves 
With  honor. 

THE  GOSSIP. 

^ I '^HERE  are  many  methods  in  vogue 
among  professors  and  instructors,  of 
performing  the  rite  of  “sitting  on”  an  unthink- 
ing offender  of  recitation-room  propriety.  Each 
method  is  tempered  by  the  individuality  of  the 
user  thereof,  and  The  Gossip  does  not  presume 
to  formulate  any  special  code  by  which  a pro- 
fessor or  instructor  may  reprove  a breach  of 
etiquette  on  the  part  of  a student.  Harmless 
and  discreet  sarcasm  is  quite  common  and 
ordinarily  effective;  assumed  pomposity,  sten- 
torian words  of  rebuke  and  other  attempts  to 
scare  are  not  well  received  nor  heeded.  It  has 
been  remarked  in  an  appropriate  metaphor 
that  the  instructors  unconsciously  arrange 
themselves,  according  to  their  general  attitude 
toward  the  students,  in  distinct  and  separate 
classes.  Like  the  Delphic  oracle,  this  remark 
is  undoubtedly  sensible  and  wise,  but  vague. 
The  construction  The  Gossip  chooses  to  take 
of  this  sage  assertion  implies  that  some  in- 
structors, in  their  general  demeanor  and  in  their 
slowness  to  comprehend  the  limit  of  meekness 
of  the  Lehigh  student,  are  freshmen.

By  the  will  of  a late  philanthropist,  over 
two  million  dollars  were  distributed  among  a 
dozen  or  more  colleges,  and  The  Gossip,  though 
not  surprised,  mourned  because  Lehigh  was 
not  among  them.  We  sometimes  think  how 
rich  the  University  will  be  in  the  future,  not 
realizing  how  far  off  that  future  is,  or  how  far 
in  influence  and  development  it  may  be  behind 
its  fellow  institutions,  when  the  auspicious  mo- 
ment has  arrived.  Its  present  usefulness  is 
greatly  hampered  by  a lack  of  funds,  and  it 
labors  under  the  serious  disadvantage  of  being 
considered  a rich  institution.  The  ruling  policy 
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is  rather  to  continue  this  delusion  and  to  dis- 
courage any  prospective  benefactors,  so  of  the 
many  thousands  annually  given  to  the  cause 
of  education  in  this  country  not  a cent  finds  its 
way  to  Lehigh,  and  the  endowment  remains 
unchanged.  Those  who  take  a strong  interest 
in  their  college  and  perceive  the  fields  of  use- 
fulness waiting  for  its  occupancy,  would  wish 
to  proclaim  its  poverty  and  recommend  it  as  a 
fit  subject  for  beneficence.  If  this  were  done 
our  park  might  be  graced  by  further  beautiful 
buildings,  and  our  numbers  increased  by  those 
who  would  give  an  added  lustre  to  the  name 
of  Lehigh.

A week  or  more  ago,  as  The  Gossip  was 
coming  down  from  the  G\  mnasium,  he  heard 
some  one  remark,  “The  goal  posts  are  down,” 
and  looking  over  towards  the  field  he  failed  to 
see  the  bare  posts  that,  since  college  opened, 
have  stood  as  signs  proclaiming  the  reign  of 
the  foot-ball  throughout  the  land.  “The  goal 
posts  are  down.”  That  means  a good  deal, 
one  more  season  to  look  back  upon,  with 
regretful  “ifs”  and  jubilant  “whens;”  one  more 
step  taken  in  our  slow  but  we  may  hope  sure 
advance  to  the  front  in  the  finest  of  all  sports. 
Foot-ball  will  be  forgotten  when  next  term 
the  athletic  grounds  are  crowded  by  base-ball 
and  lacrosse  enthusiasts,  training  hard  to  earn 
a place  on  teams  that  hope  to  win  fame  for 
Lehigh;  but  much  as  The  Gossip  enjoys  the 
sports  of  the  spring,  it  will  be  with  a decided 
thrill  of  pleasure  that  he  hears  next  September 
“The  goal  posts  are  up,”  and  realizes  that  there 
lies  before  all  a season  exciting  from  its  uncer- 
tainty and  welcome  though  fraught  with  victory 
or  defeat,  for  the  hearty  college  spirit  it  calls 
forth.

strong  interest  in  Lehigh  manifested  itself  on 
a similar  occasion  last  year.  The  team  was 
accompanied  by  its  manager,  Mr.  Robert  S. 
Mercur,  and  Mr.  John  Z.  Miller,  representing 
the  Philadelphia  Press  and  The  Burr. 

During  the  short  wait  at  Philadelphia  for 
connections,  a number  of  old  Lehigh  men 
came  to  the  B.  & O.  station  to  see  the  team 
and  wish  them  success  on  their  journey.  Bal- 
timore was  reached  about  7:30  o'clock,  and  the 
men  proceeded  immediately  to  The  Carrollton.

^ I '^HE  official  catalogue  of  the  University 

^ appeared  on  the  2nd  inst.,  and  is  quite 
an  improvement  on  its  predecessors.  The 
cover  is  of  thicker  paper,  the  typographical 
work  is  excellent  and  the  binding  is  quite  sub- 
stantial, so  that  the  book  will  stand  more  wear 
than  formerly.  The  Faculty  numbers  thirteen 
professors,  one  lecturer,  and  twenty-one  in- 
structors, an  increase  of  three  over  last  year. 
The  total  number  of  students  is  414,  a decrease 
of  four,  divided  thus:  27  graduates,  56  Seniors, 
61  Juniors,  99  Sophomores,  159  Freshmen  and 
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12  Specials.  Microscopy  has  been  added  to 
the  course  in  Chemistry  and  the  course  in 
Electrical  Engineering  is  impro\’ed  by  the  in- 
creased time  given  to  Electricity  proper.  The 
courses  in  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  separated 
in  fact  for  over  a year,  are  now  separated  in 
name,  there  being  at  present  seven  technical 
courses  offered  the  student.  Carelessness  is 
apparent  in  making  out  the  list  of  prescribed 
text-books,  where  appear  the  names  of  books 
whose  u.sc  has  been  abandoned.  Commence- 
ment Day  hereafter  will  be  on  Wednesday,  to 
allow  the  subsequent  days  of  the  week  for  the 
entrance  examinations.  The  regulations  of 
the  Library  and  the  list  of  donations  are  still 
printed  for  the  information  of  the  general 
public.

the  afternoon  of  Thanksgiving  Day,

Eifteen  yards  were 
gained  by  short  rushes,  and  then  a pass  was  made 
to  Macklin,  who  b\-  a pretty  dodge  around  Le- 
high’s left  end  scored  a touchdown  within  five 
minutes  from  the  start.  Coates  blocked  the 
kick  for  goal.  After  several  plays  of  varying 
succes.=  , Ordway  made  a fine  run  of  thirty-five 
yards  and  Blunt  gained  thirty  more.  Hutchin- 
son and  Coates  made  small  gains,  but  the  ball 
finally  went  to  the  Cadets,  who  worked  it  back 
to  the  centre  of  the  field.  Emrich  gained  fif- 
teen yards  for  the  Cadets,  but  was  downed  by 
a fine  tackle  of  Dickinson,  who  got  the  ball, 
Hutchinson  afterwards  punting.  Emrich  then 
gained  a few  yards  and  Ford  kicked.  On  the 
line-up.  Blunt  made  a run  of  thirty  yards,  and 
Ordway  followed  his  example,  bringing  the 
ball  within  eight  yards  of  the  Cadets’  goal. 
Rushes  by  Coates  and  Dougherty  scored  Le- 
high's first  touchdown,  Hutchinson  kicking 
goal.  Score,  6-4. 

For  the  next  fifteen  minutes  no  particularly 
brilliant  plays  were  made,  and  the  ball  changed 
hands  frequently.  Emrich  and  Hutchinson 
indulged  in  a kicking  conte.st,  but  with  no  de- 
cided gains  either  way.  The  latter  attempted 
a goal  from  the  field,  but  failed,  and  the  Cadets 
made  a touch  in  goal.  From  the  twenty-five- 
yard  line  they  gained  by  a number  of  short 
rushes.  Emrich  made  a run  of  fifteen  yards, 
but  was  brought  to  the  ground  by  Hutchinson 
in  the  prettiest  tackle  of  the  game.  _ Hartung, 
by  good  interfering,  made  fifteen  yards,  and 
then  Emrich  kicked  and  the  half  ended  with 
the  ball  in  the  Cadets’  possession  thirty-five 
yards  from  their  goal.  Dickinson  played  a 
fine  game  until  nearly  the  end  of  the  half, 
when  he  received  a bruise  on  his  injured 
shoulder  and  gave  way  to  Floyd. 

In  the  second  half,  Lehigh’s  superior  train- 
ing loomed  up  and  several  successive  V’s  car- 
ried the  ball  fifteen  yards  towards  the  Cadets’ 
goal.  Short  gains  were  then  made  by  Dough- 
erty and  Coates,  and  finally  Ordway  advanced 
twenty-five  yards  in  a fine  run,  carrying  the

ball  nearly  to  the  line.  Dougherty  ru.shed 
through  the  centre  and  scored  a touchdown, 
no  goal  resulting.  Emrich  kicked,  Ordway 
fumbled  and  Althouse  got  the  ball.  Slight 
ad\  ances  were  made  by  the  Cadets,  but  they 
lost  the  ball  on  the  fourth  down.  Hutchinson 
kicked,  Coates  secured  the  leather  and  gained 
ten  yards.  Hutchinson  kicked  again,  Ordway 
caught  the  ball  and  by  excellent  dodging  car- 
ried it  within  one  yard  of  the  line.  Hutchin- 
son broke  through  and  scored  again,  kicking 
the  goal.  Score,  16-4. 

The  Cadets  were  now  tiring  and  Lehigh 
easily  increased  her  score.  Emrich  was  well 
tackled  by  Walker,  afterwards  punting  to 
Floyd.  Hutchinson  kicked,  Coates  got  the 
ball  and  it  was  passed  to  Hutchinson,  who  was 
downed  by  Emrich.  Floyd  made  a run  often 
yards  and  Dougherty  scored.  No  goal  was 
kicked,  but  Walker  gained  possession  of  the 
ball  and  scored  again,  making  the  final  result 
24-4.  Time  was  called  soon  after  with  the 
ball  in  the  centre  of  the  field. 

Emrich  excelled  for  the  Cadets,  while  Har- 
tung.  Ford  and  Althouse  played  a good  game. 
None  of  Lehigh’s  team  deserve  special  men- 
tion, as  all  did  excellently  and  worked  together 
in  fine  style.

A large  audience,  composed  of  the  members 
and  friends  of  the  Columbia  Athletic  Club,  and 
many  Lehigh  alumni  and  undergraduates,  wit- 


nessed the  game  at  Capitol  Park,  Washington, 
on  the  afternoon  of  November  29.  A better 
day  for  foot-ball  could  not  have  been  desired. 
The  wind  was  very  light  and  the  sunlight  w'as 
not  sufficiently  intense  to  be  an  annoyance. 
Many  of  the  players  on  the  Columbia  team 
had  graduated  from  college  foot-ball  fields, 
and  showed  up  to  advantage.  Among  these 
were  Wells  of  Lafayette  fame,  and  Lee,  Bar- 
nard and  Boynton  of  Lehigh. 

At  four  o’clock  the  team  drove  into  the 
grounds  amid  the  cheers  of  their  respective 
friends,  and  play  began.  Captain  Wells  taking 
the  ball.  Columbia  started  with  a V,  and  in 
the  rush  Coates  got  the  ball.  At  the  line-up 
it  was  passed  to  Dashiell,  who,  aided  by  fine 
interference,  evaded  several  tackles  and  ran  at 
full  speed  toward  Columbia’s  goal,  scoring  the 
first  touchdown  in  one  minute  from  the  start. 
Hutchinson  kicked  the  goal.  Score  6 to  o. 

Columbia  again  started  with  a V and  gained 
ten  yards.  The  full  backs  gave  an  exhibition 
of  fine  kicking  and  the  ball  eventually  found  it- 
self near  Columbia’s  goal  after  brilliant  short 
runs  by  Dickinson,  Walker  and  Hutchinson. 
A safety  was  forced  but  not  allowed  on 
account  of  off-side  play.  In  the  next  rush 
Dashiell  scored  a touchdown,  and  a goal  fol- 
lowed. Score  1 2-0. 

Columbia  started  with  her  usual  V and  made 
a small  gain,  but  Coates  fell  on  the  ball.  By 
an  excellent  run  Dashiell  scored  again,  the  try 
at  goal  failing.  Columbia’s  V gamed  five  yards 
from  her  twenty-fiv'e  yard  line,  and  Barnard 
and  Butterworth  made  short  advances.  Bar- 
nard again  took  the  ball  and  made  a good  dash 
at  Lehigh’s  line,  but,  three  or  four  men  falling 
on  him,  he  called  down.  The  Lehigh  men 
got  up,  and  Barnard  passed  the  ball  to  Butter- 
worth,  who  dodged  Dashiell  and  scored  a 
touchdown,  which,  as  the  referee  had  not  heard 
Barnard  say  down,  was  allowed.  A goal  made 
the  score  16-6.  Several  short  rushes  resulting 
in  nothing,  Butterworth  kicked  to  Dashiell, 
who  caught  the  ball  and  gained  thirty  yards. 
Hutchinson  advanced  to  Columbia’s  ten-yard 
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line,  Dashiell  broke  through  and  made  a 
touchdown,  from  which  a goal  was  kicked. 
Score  22-6. 

After  the  third  unsuccessful  attempt  by  Co- 
lumbia to  gain  ground,  Butterworth  kicked 
and  Dashiell  returned.  Butterworth  caught 
the  ball  and  ran,  but  was  well  tackled  by 
Walker.  Lehigh  gained  slowly  until  Dashiell 
took  advantage  of  an  opportunity  to  make  an- 
other run  and  scored,  Hutchinson  kicking 
goal.  Score  28-6.  Here  the  first  half  ended. 

The  second  half  was  not  very  interesting, 
for  darkness  greatly  interfered  with  play 
toward  the  end.  Lehigh  gained  fifteen  yards 
by  a V at  the  start,  but  lost  the  ball  on  four 
downs.  Butterw'orth  advanced  ten  yards,  and 
soon  after  Lehigh  was  given  twenty-five  yards 
on  a foul.  Veazy  made  a very  pretty  rush 
through  Lehigh’s  centre  for  five  yards.  The 
ball  went  to  Lehigh  on  downs.  Hutchinson, 
failing  to  make  ground  through  the  line, 
passed  to  McClung,  who  gained  five  yards. 
No  further  advance  being  made,  the  fourth 
down  was  called.  Wells  fumbled  with  almost 
a clear  field  before  him.  Coates  broke  through 
the  line  and  secured  the  ball,  and,  a moment 
after,  Dashiell  was  between  Columbia’s  goal 
posts.  Hutchinson  kicked  the  goal,  making 
the  final  score  34-6. 

For  the  Athletic  Club,  Boynton  did  e.xcel- 
lent  tackling  and  Barnard  good  work  at  buck- 
ing Lehigh’s  line.  Butterworth  distinguished 
himself  by  many  brilliant  runs  and  tackles. 
For  Lehigh.  Dashiell  is  worthy  of  first  mention 
for  his  brilliant  running.  Coates  and  Walker 
filled  their  positions  with  much  credit  and  the 
whole  line  was  solid.

COLLEGE  NOTES. 

— There  are  only  650  Freshmen  at  Oxford 
this  year,  a smaller  number  than  usual. 

— The  “ Masque,”  Cornell’s  new  dramatic 
club,  netted  $400  at  the  performance  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Cornell  foot-ball  team. 

— Quite  a sensation  has  just  been  caused  by 
the  objection  to  two  colored  students  at  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music. 

— A fire  in  South  Middle  College  at  Yale  in- 
jured students’ property  to  the  value  of  $3500, 
and  the  building  $1000. 

— $25,000  has  been  bequeathed  to  the  Fisk 
University  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  by  the  late 
Gov'ernor  Clinton  B.  Fisk. 

— After  January  ist,  at  Columbia,  the  attend- 
ance of  students  at  chapel  will  be  made  volun- 
tary. 

— A plan  is  on  foot  to  establish  in  New 
York  a National  University  on  the  European 
plan,  with  an  endowment  of  S20,000,000. 

— Harvard  has  16,930  graduates,  of  whom 
George  Bancroft,  the  historian,  a member  of 
the  class  of  1817,  is  the  oldest  survivor. 

— Columbia  is  the  wealthiest  university  and 
Harvard  comes  next  with  property  valued  at 
$8,000,000,  and  an  annual  income  amounting 
to  $363,1 2 1 . 

— A number  of  Har\ard  alumni  will  present 
handsome  silver  loving-cups  to  the  members 
of  the  Harvard  eleven  as  a memorial  of  their 
victory. 

— Trinity  has  raised  the  necessary  funds  for 
the  erection  of  a new  grand  stand  with  a seat- 
ing capacity  for  three  hundred.  The  building 
will  cost  about  $2,000. 

— The  total  number  of  students  at  Smith 
College  this  year  is  551.  The  Freshman  class 
is  the  largest  which  has  ever  entered,  being 
165  regular  students  and  20  specials. 

— Bishop  Keene,  of  the  Catholic  University 
at  Washington,  recently  addressed  the  Har- 
vard students  in  Appleton  Chapel.  He  is  the 
first  Roman  Catholic  clergyman  to  have  that 
honor. 
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ATHLETIC  NOTES. 

— Arthur  Cumnock  has  received  $5000 from 
his  father  for  winning  the  game  with  Yale. 

— Eight  of  this  year’s  Yale  eleven  return  to 
college  ne.xt  year. 

— The  receipts  at  the  Springfield  game 
amounted  to  $10,000. 

— Within  a year  Amherst  has  devoted  more 
than  $100,000  to  athletics. 

— Riggs  has  been  elected  captain  of  the 
Princeton  foot-ball  team. 

— The  candidates  for  the  IDartmouth  nine 
have  already  begun  light  training  work  in  the 
cage. 

— A complimentary  dinner  was  given  to  the 
Harvard  foot-ball  team,  at  which  there  were 
about  800  students. 

— It  is  expected  that  Cary  will  meet  both 
Owen  and  Westing  in  the  S.  T.  A.  C.  games 
of  December  12th. 

— Heffelfinger,  Morison,  Hartwell  and  Lewis 
of  the  Yale  eleven  will  go  into  training  for  the 
crew. 

— Poe,  P'urness,  Spicer,  Black,  Lewis,  Jones 
and  Dalton,  of  this  year's  Princeton  team, 
graduate  ne.xt  June. 

— Not  a single  point  was  scored  against 
Williams  in  the  New  PTigland  League  cham- 
pionship games. 

— The  Yale  crew  has  gone  into  training. 
They  row  two  hours  daily  in  the  tank.  In 
February  they  will  go  to  the  training  table  and 
their  work  will  be  increased. 

— The  foot-ball  team  is  popular  at  Prince- 
ton. At  the  Senior  Class  elections  Poe  was 
elected  president ; Spicer,  master  of  ceremo- 
nies; Jones,  ivy  orator,  and  two  other  players 
on  the  class-day  committee. 

— During  the  season  just  ended  the  Har- 
vard foot  ball  team  made  ninety-two  touch- 
downs, from  which  fifty-eight  goals  were 
kicked.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  ele- 
ven goals  from  the  field.
